U.S.  NAVY  COMBAT  ART 


The  Combat  Art  Section  of  the  Navy  Department  Office  of  Information  had  its 
beginnings  following  the  outbreak  of  war  December  7,  1941.  Originally  a 
small  nucleus  of  professional  artists  commissioned  to  compile  a  broad  pictorial 
history  of  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  action,  the  group  gradually  expanded  as  the 
nation's  far-flung  defensive  action  changed  into  a  huge  Allied  offensive. 

Throughout  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  conflict,  Navy  Combat  Artists  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  faithfully  recorded  with  brush,  pen,  and  crayon  the  experi¬ 
ences  and  feelings  of  the  seamen.  Marines,  and  airmen  who  stormed  tropic 
beaches  and  fought  in  the  skies  and  on  the  oceans  for  the  democratic  ideal  of 
human  freedom . 

These  paintings  are  of  far  greater  significance  than  mere  factual  reporting. 
They  are  unique  pictures  of  world  history,  often  originated  under  extremely 
difficult  and  hazardous  conditions. 

During  post-World  War  II  years,  these  works  were  gathered  together  to  form 
the  present  Navy  Combat  Art  collection.  Paintings  have  been  exhibited  on 
hundreds  of  occasions  in  galleries  and  public  buildings  throughout  the  United 
States . 

The  Navy's  combat  artists  have  held  a  number  of  different  officer  ranks  and 
enlisted  ratings.  Some  of  them  entered  naval  service  as  artists.  Others  were 
discovered  already  in  the  Navy  but  engaged  in  other  duties,  the  designation 
of  which  they  carried  throughout  their  military  careers.  However,  all  of  them 
were  accorded  the  title  of  Official  Navy  Combat  Artist. 

Eventually  these  paintings,  and  hundreds  of  other  works  in  a  variety  of  media 
are  destined  to  become  a  part  of  a  proposed  National  War  Museum  collection 
of  historic  American  Art  in  Washington.

Its  present  club  house,  built  in  1854,  has  been  officially  recog¬ 
nized  as  an  historic  landmark.  It  is  the  last  surviving  "brown- 
stone  front"  on  lower  Fifth  Avenue. 

The  Salma¬ 
gundi  Club  adds  to  its  many  activities  serving  the  public  with  a 
view  to  promoting  interest  in  art.
